of his prefent Adajefiy, (intituled, An act to explain and amend 
the laws relating to the tranfportation or other punifhment of 
certain offenders), Ais Adaje/ly is enabled to appoint fupervifors for 
building two penitentiary houfes, for confining and employing in bard 
labour fuch perfons convutéled of tranfportable crimes within England 
or Wales, as are therein mentioned, with a limitation of the number 
of conviéis to be fent to the faid two penitentiary houfes from the re- 
pečive circuits and places within England and ales, as therein 
divided and deferibed, and in the mean time, till certificate fhall be 
made, in manner therein mentioned, that fuch penitentiary heufes are 
fitted and completed for the reception of offenders, the court in which 
any fuch offenders as are thercin-before deftribed Jhal! be convibled, or 
any other court for the fame place, with like authority, is enabled to 
order Juch offenders to be kept to bard labour in the re/pective houfes 
of corrcétion, or other proper places, within each eccunty, which,

ceedings, and may be read in evidence in all courts whatfoever ; 
and all fuch books of proceedings fhall be lodged with the clerk 
to the faid commitfioners for the time being, and fhall and may 
be perufed and infpected, at all feafonable times, by any perfon 
affefled to the poor’s rate within the county of Gleuecfer, on 
payment to fuch clerk of one filling for each time of infpeéction, 
and one fhilling more tor every hour during which fuch infpec- 
tion fhall continue after the firft hour; and when the commitf- 
fion appointed by this act fhall ceafe, in confequence of the final 
execution of all the powers hereby intrulted to the faid com- 
miflioners, fuch books of proceedings fhall be depofited with

every fuch neglect, forfeit any fum not exceeding abt 
pounds; and if any furveyor, appointed as hereby directed, 
fhall have any part, fhare, or intereft, dire€tly or indireétly, in 
any contract or bargain for work or materials to be made, done, 
or provided, on account of any works under his infpection and 
management, or fhall on his own account let to hire any team, 
or fell or difpofe of any timber, ftone, or other materia!s, to be 
ufed or employed in performing or carrying on any fuch works, 
he fhall forfeit the fum of two hundred pounds to the treafurer 
to the faid commiffioners for the time being, to be recovered 
and applied in the manner and for the purpoles aforefaid: pro- 
vided always, That no treafurer fhalļ at any time be appointed 
or removed, unlefs feven commiflioners at the leaft be prefent, 
nor fhall any clerk, furveyor, or other officer, be fo appointed 
or removed, unlefs five commiffioners at the leat be prefent at 
the time of fuch appointment or removal; but publick notice, 
of eight days at the leaft, fhall be given, in fome newfpaper

for fick prifoners, in conformity to the ftatute of the fourteenth 
p of his prefent Majefty, (intituled, An al for preferving the 14 Geo. 3. 

calth of prifoners in gaol, and preventing the gaol difiemper); to- ©. 59- 
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gether with fuch baths as are required by the faid act; that 
there be alfo provided convenient apartments or places for the 
ufe of fuch prifoners as fhall be directed, or may be willing to 
work for their maintenance whilft in cuftody ; and further, that 
fufficient offices and apartments be fet apart for the occupation 
of the gaoler, his family, and affiftants ; and proper and diftinct 
airing grounds for the ufe of each clafs of prifoners: and, in 
order as far as may be to prevent the introduction of infectious 
difeafe, that there be provided a lazarette, or ward with feparate 
cells, for the immediate reception of prifoners on their commit- 
ment, previoufly to examination by the furgeon or apothecary 3 
and in er near fuch ward provifion fhall be made for wafhing 
fuch prifoners, and for purifying their cloaths. 

XXIII. And be it further enacted, That in the conftruction 
of the faid five new houfes of correction, the faid commiMioners 
fhall obferve the feveral directions prefcribed, as well by an act 
of the twenty-fecond year of the reign of his pretent Majefty, 
(intituled, Za ad? for the amending and rendering more effeGiual 
the laws in being relative to houfes of correétion), as by an act of 
the twenty-fourth. year of the reign of his faid Majefty, to ex- 
plain and amend the faid act of the twenty-fecond year of his 
reign, in refpect to fuch houfes of correction as fhall be built 
under the fame acts; anc, as an addition to the apartments 
and places thereby required, provifion fhall be made, as far as 
convenfently may be, for feparately lodging and keeping ‘each 
individual prifoner ; apartments of a greater degree of reftraint 
fhall alfo be provided for the punifhment of the refractory, who, 
under the faid two laft- mentioned acts, may be ordered to clofer 
confinement; a room fhall be fet apart as a chapel ‘for the per- 
forinance of divine fervice; proper places for the reception of 
the fick; a bath, and a clofe room for purifying infected cloaths; 
and in the arranging the apartments for the governor, there 
{hall be provided a room convenient for the meeting of the vifit- 
ing juftices, or of fuch other juftices of the peace as may be in- 
clined to hold any petty feffions therein. 

XXIV. And be it further enacted, That in the contruction 
of the faid new penitentiary houfe, the following directions fthall 
be particularly attended to by the faid commiflioners ; (that is 
to fay), it fhall be formed into two general divifions, one for 
the confinement of male, the other of female conviéts, and of 
fuch dimenfions as fhall appear fufficient for the reception of 
each clafs of prifoners hereby intended to be cenfined in it;

XXVI. And be it further enacted, That if any perfon or For punifhing 
perions thali wilfully and mialicioufly obftruct the erecting, aie gr 
building, or repairing any gaol, houfe of correction, boundary rar 
wall thercot, or other building hereby directed to be built, buildings, &c, 
er wilrully er malhcioufly pull down, damage, or deftroy the | 
faime, or any part thereort, every perfon fo offending, and being 
lawfully convicted, fhail be fubject and liable to the like pains 
and penalties as in cales of felony, and ‘the court by and before 
whom any fuch perfon fhall be tried and convicted fhall have 
power and authority to caufe fuch perfon to be punifhed in like 
manner as felons are directed to be punifhed by the laws and 
itatutes of this realm. 

XXVII. And whereas, in cafe of building the faid new gaol on 
the fcite of the prefent gaol for the county of Gloucefter, it may be

charges may be levied and raifed, and to pay and provide fit perfons 
to cverfee and fet Juch prifeners cn werk, and make Juch orders, for 
acccunts of and concerning the premifes, as hall by them be thought 
needful, aud for punishbnient of negl:é}s and other abufes, and for be- 
flowing of the profits erifing by the labour of the prifoners fet on work 
for their relief, which fhail be duly obferved; end may alter, revoke, 
or amend Juch their orders from time to time, provided that no parifh 
be rated above fixpence by the week towards the premifes, having 
refpecd? to the refpedtive values of the feveral purifhes: and whereas 
the provifion of the faid recited flatute is very fit to be executed with 
refpeé? to Juch prifoners therein dejcribed, as shall be confined in the 
faid new gaol for the county of Gloucetters with an extenfion thereof 
to all other prifoners inclined to take the benefit thereof, and alfo an 
increafe of the fun limited by the Jaid acl, for defraying the expence 
of executing the fame; be it therefore enacted, ‘hat the juftices 
of the peace tor the faid county of Glowceffer Mhali have autho- 


be fet to work. ritv to execute the faid recited provifion in the faid lait men- 
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tioned act, for fetting poor perfons on work, as well in regard 
to fuch perfons as are therein defcribed, as in favour cf all other 
prifoners within the faid new gaol, who nvy at any time be in- 
clined and willing to work, and for thst puryofe are hereby 
authored, at any general or querter fefions of the peace for 
the faid county, or at any adjouiament thercoi, to direct the 
payment of fuch lums of mouey, out of the county rate for the 
faid county, as they fhall from time to time thick nt to be ex- 
p-nded in executing the provilion of the faid laf mentioned act, 
according to the extention tiereoi, herchy made.

time.to time to order fuch fum or fums of money to be paid 
out of the county rate of the faid county, towards affifting fuch 
prifoners of every defcription, as, being confined within the 
faid gaol, are not able to work, or being able, cannot procure 
employment fufhcient to fuftain themfelves by their induftry, 
or who may not be otherwile provided for by virtue of any law

And, for regulating the faid penitentiary boufe for the 
county of Gloucefter, and fettling the government and police thereof, 
be it further enacted, That previoufly to the opening ot the 
faid penitentiary houfe for the reception of offenders, the juftices 
of the peace for the faid county fhall, at one or more general 
or quarter feffions for the faid county (at which feven at leaf 
fhall be prefent), appoint a governor or tafk-mafter of the faid 
penitentiary houfe, and fuch other officers, and with fuch fala- 
ries and allowances for the faid governor and other officers, as 
they the faid juftices {hall deem neceffary ; and afterwards the 
juftices of the peace for the faid county {hall from time to time 
have power, at their general or quarter feflions, or any adjourn- 
ment thereof, to appoint and remove the governor and other 
officers of the faid penitentiary houle, and to appoint others in 
their ftead, and to increafe or diminifh the number of the om- 
cers, exclufive of the governor, and allo to airer the falaries 
and allowances of fuch governor and other o:hcers, as the fid 
juftices fhall from time to time find convenient; and in fixing 
the falary and allowance of fuch governor or tafk-maiter, the 
juftices Mali have regard, fo far as may be, to the making the 
emoluments of the office depend on the auantity of work done 
and performed in fuch penitentiary hcuic, that it may become 
the intereft as well as duty of fech governor cr tafk-mafier to 
fee that all perfons under his cuttody be regularly and prontasiy 
employed; and further, fuch governor and other officers fhail 
give fuch fecurity for the performance of thcir refpective cuties, 
as the faid juftices from time to time, at any fuch gencral or 
quarter fefiions, fhall appoint; and fuch goveriicr and other 
officers, for any negligence or nnibehaviour in their refpective 
offices, may either be procecded againit on the fecurity io to be 
piven, or flhall be fineable by the juftices cf the peace, for the 
faid counry, at any general or quarter feifions, in the tame: mene 
ner as the governor of any houfe oi correction is fnsabie, by 
juftices of the peace, by am act pated in the feyjuth veur of 
King ‘James the birt, intituled, An a:t fer the dair cuveution of 
divers laws aud flatutes heretofore miade: Zaini regics, vaigasesds, 
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and flurdy beggars, and other lewd and idle perfons, or by the afore- 
faid act of the feventeenth year of King George the Second; 
and if any governor of any penitentiary houle, being removed 
by any order of the faid jultices at their general or quarter 
fefions, or any adjournment thereof, thali refufe or neglect to 
quit the pofleffion of the faid penitentiary houfe, for forty-cight 
hours next after notice given to him in writing by the clerk of 
the peace for the county or Gloucefter, any two or more jultices 
of the peace for the faid county, upon proof before them of 
fuch order of removal, fuch nocice thereof, and fuch neglect or 
refufal to comply with the fame, may, by warrant ander their 
hands and feals, direct the fheriif of the iaid county to remove 
fuch governor out of the faid penitentiary houfe, and the flheriff 
fhall accordingiy clear the poficeflion thereof in like manner as 
upon a writ of AHubere Facias Piffeflisuem. 

XLIV. And be it further enacted, That, previous to the 
opening of the faid penitentiary houle for the reception of of- 
fenders, the juftices of the peace for the faid county of Glou- 
cefier fhall, and they are hereby authorifed and required, at 
fome general or quarter feflions for the faid county, to make 
fuch bye-laws, rules, and orders, for receiving, feparating, 
claffing, dieting, cloathing, maintaining, employing, reform- 
ing, governing, managing, treating, and watching all offen- 
ders, during their re{pective confinement in the faid peniten- 
tiary houfe, and alfo for adjufting what aid {hall be given to 
them, as well during fuch confinement as on their being re- 
leafed, as to the faid juftices fhall feem moft ht and proper; but 
no fuch byc-laws, rules, and orders, (hall be made at any fuch 
fefions, unlefs feven juftices at leait (hall be prefent; and in 
making fuch bye-laws, rules, and orders, the faid juftices fhall 
have regard to the difcipline, provifions, and directions, con- 
tained in the afcrefaid act of the nineteenth year of his prefent 
Majetty, (or explaining and amending the laws relating to the tranf- 
portation, imprifonment, ard otter piunifhment of certain offenders, 
concerning the two national penitentiary houfes therein men- 
tioned, as nearly as to the faid juftices fhall appear to be con- 
fitent with the more limited defign of the penitentiary houfe 
for the county of Gloucefter; and further, fuch bye-laws, rules, 
and orders, fo to be made as aforelaid, fhal] not bezin to have 
force tiil they have been fubmitted to the juitices of aize, at 
the afiizes which fhall be holden tor the taid county next after 
the making of fuch bye-laws, rules, and orders, or at fome 
fubfequent aflizes, and the faid juitices of affize fhail have fub- 
feribed a declaration, that they do nor fee any thing contrary 
to Jaw in the faid bve-laws, rules, and orders, fo to be made 
as aforefaid, and all fuch bye-laws, rules, and orders, fhall be 
afterwards added to or altered, from time to Ume, as often as 
the faid juftices of the peace for the faid county, at any general 
or quarter feffions (at which feven at leaft fhall be prefent) thal 
think neceffary, and fuch additions or alterations fhal] alio in 
like manner be fubmitted to the juftices of alize, at any affizes 
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for the faid county, in manner aforefaid; but nothing herein 
contained fthall extend, or be conftrued to extend, to deprive 
any convict confined in the faid new gaol or penitentiary houfe, 
of the benefit of any weekly or other allowance which has ufually 
been, or hereafter may be granted or made, by virtue of any 
law, ftatute, cuftom, or order, for the purpofe of maintaining 
and fupporting convicted prifoners; provided only, that the 
application of all and every fuch allowance fhall be fubject to 
fuch limitations and reftrictions as may be contained in the 
bye-laws, rules, and orders, herein directed to be made for 
the government and police of the faid gaol and penitentiary 
houte. 
LV. And be it further enacted, That the governor of the 
faid new penitentiary houfe, and his affiftants, fhall have the 
fame powers over the offenders to be confined therein as are in- 
cicent to the office of a theriff, or of a gaoler, and in like man- 
mer be anfwerable for the efcape of any offender within bis 
cultody ; and moreover the faid governor fhall have power to 
hear complaints, and examine any perfons touching offences, 
and determine and punifh the fame (except by whipping) in 
fuch and the fame manner as the governor of each penitentiary 
houfe directed to be built by the faid act of the nineteenth year 
of his prefent Majefty, is by the fame act impowered to do; 
and in cafe of the repetition of fuch offences, or in cafe of of- 
fences more enormous, which the faid governor of the faid new

during the term for which he or fhe fhall be fo ordered, break 
prion, or fhall efcape from the faid penitentiary houfe, or in 
the conveyance to the fame, or from the perfon or perfons hav- 
mz the lawful cuftody of fuch offender; or if any perfon fhall 
reku any offender, who by force of this act fhall be ordered to 
hard labour in the faid penitentiary houfe for the county of 
Gi.ucesjier, either during his or her conveyance thereto, or whilft 
fuch offender fhall be in the cuflody of the perfon or perfons 
under whofe care and charge he or fhe fhall be confined ; or if 
any perfon thall be aiding or affifting in any fuch refcue; or if 
any perfon, having fuch cuttody as an affiftanr, fhall volunta- 
nily or negligently permit fuch offender to efcape; or if any ger- 
2n fhall, by fupplying arms, tools, inftruments, or means of 
ifguife, or otherwife in any manner aid or affift any fuch of- 
OL. XXXV. D fender 
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fender in any echape, or in any auempt to make an efcape, 
though no efcape be actually made; cvery fuch offence as afore- 
faid thall be puniihed in the fame manner as the like offence 
would be punifhable under the before-mentioned act of the 
nineteenth year of his prefent Majefty, directing two national 
penitentiary houfes to be built, if fuch had been committed by 
or in refpeét to any pericn ordered to hard labour in either of 
the faid two penitentiary houfes therein mentioncd. 

XLVI. And be it further enacted, That the provifion made 
in and by the faid act of the nineteenth year of his prefent Ma- 
jety, for carrying on profecutions for cfcapes, attempts to 
efcape, breaches of prifon, and refcucs, in the cafe of perfons 
adjudged to either of the faid penitentiary houfes thereby direé&- 
ed to be built, fhall extend and be dopin to any profecution 
for any efcape, attempt to efcape, breach of prifon, or refcue, 
in the cafe of any perfon who, under this act, thall be adjudged 
to the faid penitentiary houfe for the county of Gloucefer. 

XLVII. And be it further enacted, ‘I‘hat trom time to time, 
and at all times after firft opening the faid penitentiary houfe 
for the county of Glouceffer, for the reception of offenders, the 
expences of repairing the fame, with the buildings, eafements, 
and appurtenances thereto belonging, and of providing proper 
implements, with ftock of materials for work, to be ufed there- 
in, and the falaries and allowances to the governor and other 
officers thereof, together with the aid, adjufted as aforefaid, to 
be given to prifoners, as well during their confinement, as on 
their being releafed, and all other charges and expences necef- 
fary for fupporting the faid penitenti'ry houfe, in conformity to 
the directions and intent of this act, fhall be paid out of the 
county rate, by the treafurer of the county of Gicucefer, and 
the juftices of the peace for the faid county thall, from time to 
time, make provifion for the fame out of the county rate; and 
the faid penitentiary houfe fhall, in all other re‘!pects not herein 
particularly provided for, be confidered as a hou'e of correction 
tor the county of Giloucé/ier, and be fubject to the various íta- 
tutes and provifions made and now in force, for the managing, 
regulating, and repairing houfes of correction. 
XLVI I. And, for better preventing al] abufes, as well in 
the faid new penitentiary houfe as in the faid new gaol, and 
new houfes of correction, for the faid county of Glouce/ler, the 
juftices of the peace thall, at every 74ichaelmas general or quar- 
ter feffions which fhall be holden for the faid county, after the 
beginning to receive offenders in the faid gaol, penitentiary 
houfe, and houfes of correction, refpectively appoint two or 
more juttices vifitors of the faid new gaol and penitentiary houfe, 
and of the faid houfe of correction contiguous thereto, and alfo 
two or more other juftices vifitors for each of the faid four other 
houfes of correction; and fuch vifiting juftices, fo refpectively 
appointed, fhall, either together or fingly, perfonally vifit and 
infpeét each fuch prifon at leaft three times in each quarter of # 
year, and oftener if occafion fhall require, and fhall — 
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into the (tate of the buildings, the behaviour and conduct of the 
refpective officers, and the treatment and condition of the pri- 
foners, the amount of thcir earnings, and the expences attend- 
ing each prifon refpectively, and in matters of prefling neceffity, 
and within the powers of their commiffion as juftices, thall take 
cognizance therein, and proceed to regulate and redrefs the 
fame; and at every general or quarter fefiions of the peace, the 
faid vifiting juftices refpectively fthall make a report in writing 
of the ftate and condition of the faid new gaol, penitentiary 
houfe, and new houfes of correction, and of all abufes which 
may occur to their obfervation therein; and the chairman of 
the faid feffions is hereby required to call upon the faid vifitors 
for fuch report; and further, it fhall be lawful for every juftice 
of the peace for the faid county, of his own accord, and with- 
out being appointed a vifiror, to enter into the faid new gaol, 
penitentiary houle, and houfes of correction, refpeClively, and 
to examine the fame, at fuch time or times, and as often as he 
fhall think fit, and if he fhall difcover any abufes therein, he is 
hereby required to report them in writing at the next general 
or quarter feflions of the peace which fhall be holden for the 
faid county; and when and as often as report of any abufes in 
the faid gaol, penitentiary houle, and houfes of correction, or 
either of them, fhall be made by the faid vifiting juftices, or 
either of them, or by any other juftice of the peace for the faid 
county, the abufes fo reported fhall be taken into immediate 
confideration by the juftices of the peace for the faid county, at 
the general or quarter feffions at which fuch report fhall be 
made, and they are hereby required to adopt the moft effectual 
meafures for enquiring into and rectifying fuch abufes as foon 
as the nature of the cafe will allow. 

XLIX. And be it further enacted, That no keeper of the 
fail new gaol, or governor of the faid penitentiary houfe, nor 
any perfon or perfons in truft for or employed by fuch keeper 
or governor, or who fhall have any cffice or employment as 
affiltant, or otherwife, under fuch keeper or governor, fhall fell, 
or be capable of being licenfed to fell, or have any benefit or 
advantage whatfvoever, directly or indirectly, from the fale of 
any wine, beer, ale, or other liquors, ufed in fuch gaol or pe- 
nitentiary houfe; and every perfon offending therein fhall, on 
complaint made on oath, and conviction before one juftice of 
the peace, forfeit and pay the fum of ten pounds. 

L. And whereas a confiderable part of the emolument of gaoler or 
keeper of the gaol for the county of Gloucefter has ufually arifen from 
fees paid to him by debtors and other perfons confined therein, and 
from incidental charges made by him on the county rate, on the dif- 
s mi of prifoners, and on the removal of tranfports; and, by reafon 
of negleé? in regulating the faid fees, as dircétcd by the aforefaid a& 
f the thirty-fecond year of King George the Second, they are become 
Ppreffive and burthenfome to poor prifeners, and fuch charges on the 
‘ounty rate are liable to frequent abufe; be it therefore enacted, 
Phat the juftices of the peace for the county of Gloucefter, af- 
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fembled at their general or quarter feflions, or at fome fpecial 
adjournment thereof, held for fuch exprefs purpofe, fhall, and 
they are hereby required, within one year after the rcception of 
prifoners in the faid new gaol, to regulate and fettle a table of 
fees and rates to be taken by the gaoler or keeper of the faid 
gaol; and the faid juftices, fo affembled as aforefaid, are hereby 
authorifed and impowered, from time to time, to alter, vary, 
or totally difallow of all or any fuch charges and fees, and to 
order a copy of the table of fees, fo regulated, to be hung up 
in the court of affize and quarter feffions for the faid county, 
and another copy thereof to be tranfmitted to the faid gaoler or 
keeper, who fhall caufe the fame to be hung up in fome con- 
{picuous place within the faid gaol; and all orders and direc- 
tions contained in the faid laft mentioned act, refpecting the 
table of fees and rates to be taken by gaolers or keepers of pri- 
fons, fhall be conformed to as if the fame were herein particu~ 
larly enacted and repeated ; and, by way of recompence for any 
diminution of emolument in the office of gaoler or keeper of 
the faid new gaol, by means of any fuch regulation of fees, or 
by the difallowing any fuch charges on the county rate, or any 
part thereof, as well as for and in liew of all or any part of the 
profits and emoluments that have ufually arifen from the office 
of gaoler or keeper, the faid juftices, fo aflembled as aforefaid, 
are hereby further authorifed and impowered to grant fuch fala- 
ries and allowances to the faid gaoler or keeper, and to his 
afiiftants, as to the faid juftices fhall appear reafonable and fatif- 
factory, and from time to time to alter and vary the fame as 
they fhall think fit, and further to order and direct the faid fala- 
ries and allowances to be paid out of the county rate by the 
treafurer of the faid county, upon an order or orders figned by 
the chairman of any general or quarter feflions of the peace held 
for the faid county, fpecifying the falary and allowance fo di- 
rected to be paid: provided always, That no fuch regulation of 
fees and charges, or any fubfecuent alteration thereof, fhall be 
made, nor fhail any fuch falary and allowance, or any alteration 
thereof be fixed and determined at any general or quarter fef- 
fions, or {pecial adjournment thereof, unlefs fourteen days pub-

in his Majefty the duties of excife within the lands of Ferintof, 

in the county of Jnverne/s; and for difcontinuing, for a limited 

time, certain impofts and duties upon rum and fpirits imported 

from the Zef? Indies); it was, among other things, enaéied, That 

it fhould and might be lawful for the commiffioners of the exctfe, in

XIV. And, in order the more effectually to prevent the ufe of filis 
of any other fize than thofe allowed by the laws of excife, or thofe 
authorized by this aé?, and the difitlling of corn /pirits by any perfons

that no perfon fhall fell, for home ufe, a ftill of the dimenfions 
permitted to be licenfed by this act, except to perfons who pof- 
fefs licences in purfuarice thereof, or on feeing a certificate, 
from the collector of the bounds, of their licence being ordered 
by the commiffioners of excife; and further, That if any fill Stills made 
fhall be found, on the faid tirft day of December next, in the contrary 
poffeilion of any perfon refiding within any of the before-men- be feifed mi . 
tioned counties or diftricts, not having the name and. place of deftroyed. 
the maker, its contents, or number of gallons, exprefied upon 
it as herein-before directed ; or if its dimenfions be of a kind 
not allowed by law to be ufed in the diftillation of corn fpirits, 
not marked as a druggifts, chymifts, or perfumers ftill, fuch 
{till (hall be liable to feizure by any officer or officers of excife, 
who are hereby directed to deftroy the fame; and the materials 
of all fuch illegal itills, fo feifed and deftroyed, fhall be fold by 
or under the direction of the collector of the bounds, and the 
money arifing from fuch fale fhall be difpofed of in like manner 
as the penalties hercin-after mentioned are directed to be dif- 
pofed of.

Commiffionuers appointed for putting this act in execution. Qualifica- 
tion of commiflioners, sol. per ann. or 1,cool. pericnal efate Penalty 
on aéting, not beimy..quaiificd, sol. Yictualiers incapable ot bein com- 
miffioners. Meetings to confilt of 5 or more commiffioners. Adiourn- 
ments. Commiflioners to pay their own expences. Commiffhloners 
may appoint officers, and allow tnem falarics. Officers to account. 
If balance be not paid, it may be levied by diftrefs. On tailure of di- 
firefs, etc. offender may be committed. Limitation of imprifqnment, 
ix months. Officers taking feces, or being interefted in any bargain, 
incapable of ferving, and to forfcit 100). Commifhioners hnpow-= 
ered to pave a.l the flreets, lanes, yards, courte, alleys, and paflages, 
within the faid divifion, of the faid parith of Saint Mary Magdalen, Ber- 
mondfey; and aifo 10 repair all the highways in the faid parith, not un- 
der the direction of particular trufteces, by virtue ot any act of parlita- 
ment, and to caule all to be cleanfed, lighted, and watched, and may 
livghe and watch the turnpike road, and contract for pavements, etc. 
Surveyors tó infet the works, and if contraét not periormed, aclious 
to be trcught thereon, Materials meoy be dug out of or broucht 
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into ftreets, etc. Property of all materials to be vefted in the commi- 
oners. Penalty on interrupting workmen; firit oifence, 20s. fecond, 408. 
and third, 3]. Commiffloners may fell the old materials, and apply the 
money to the purpofea of the att. No alteration to be made in the 
form of the pavement, without confent of commiffioners. Commiflion- 
ers to provide watch-houfer, watch boxes, watchmen, and beadles. 
The duty of watchmen and beadies is to endeavour to prevent all mif- 
chiefs hy fire, all murders, burglaries, robberies, difturbances, and 
breaches of the peace, and all outrages, mifUemeanors, indecencies, and 
diforders; and tor that purpofe, without warrant, to arreft, and detain 
in the watch-houfe, or other convenient place, provided by the com- 
mifioners within the faid Water-fide Divifion, all malefaétors, rogues, 
vagabonds, difturbers of the peace, and other diforderly perfons, found 
loitering, wandering, or mifbehaving, or committing difordersin or near 
the iaid divifion, or whom the faid watchmen fhall have reafon or juft 
caufe to fufpect of any evil defign, to be carried before a juftice of peace, 
to be examined and dealt with according to law. Commiilioners of 
fewers to make and repair grates, fewers, and drains, and to caft the 
fewers within the faid divihon. If commifMioners of fewers neylect to 
do the works, commiffioners for pavements to do the fame, and recover 
expences. Commiffioners of paving to alter gutters, or channels in the 
ftrects. Lamp-irons may be fixed againft walls of houfes. f’erfons 
wilfully damaging lamps, etc. may be feized without warrant, and to 
forfeit 5l. for each lamp, and pay damages, or may be committed to 
hard labour for fourteen days. Perfons accidentally damaging lamps, 
etc. to make fatisfaction. Commiflioners to employ perfons to cleanfe, 
and to purchafe carts, etc. Penalty on laying afhes, etc. in the ftreets ; 
firt offence, acs. fecond, 4os. and tnird, 3l. faving the right of the owner 
or occupier of the mill-pond there, who may caft the foil thereout as 
heretofore. Penalty on obftructing the ftreets by carriages, etc. to for- 
feit 20s. and pay damages. Penalty on driving, etc. wheel-barrows, 
etc. on the foot pavement; for firit offence, ss. fecond, 10s. and third, 
203. Hoards, etc. may be made for building, by leave of the furveyor. 
Foot pavements to be fwept every day except Sundays. Houtes to be 
numbered, and names of ftreets to be affixed on the corner houfes. 
Signs, etc. regulated. Penalty on offenders, sl. To remove the foil, at 
any time caft out of Saint Sayiour’s Mill-pongd, within five days. If 
foil not removed within five days, the furveyor to remove the fame, and 
recover double the expence. Steps, etc. projecting too far to be re- 
moved. CommifMfioners not obliged to pave highways. Rates, upon 
occupiers of houfes, fhops, warehoufes, wharfs, dock-yards, or other 
yards, mill, mill-ponds, rope-walks, cellars, vaults, or other tenements 
in the faid divifion, whether occupied with land or not, and on every 
perfon occupying land therein, and on all occupiers of houfes, thops, 
warehoufes, land, cellars, vaults, or other tenements in the divifion 
of the faid parifh of Bermond(fey, called The Land-fide Divifion, on the 
fouth fide of the turnpike road, fo to be lighted, at the rate of as. 3d. 
in the pound on houfes, and gd. in the pound on land: and the houfes 
in the occupation of Samuel Read, Robert Lewis, Thomas Crout, 
Wiiliam Randall, Thomas Child, Thomas Flowers, William Burrell, 
and john Keating, to be charged with the land held therewith, at od. 
in the pound. Half rates till paved. Rates to be figned by juftices.

An act for the better relief and employment of the poor within the hun- 
dreds of Tunftcad and Happing, in the county of Norfolk. 


Perfons feized of eftates in their own right, or in right of their wives, 
of 30l. per ann. in the faid hundreds of Tunftead and Happing, and 
juftices of the peace relijinz therein, and all rectors and vicars, ufually 
refident therein for 6 months, and occupiers of land, etc. of rool. per 
ann. refident there, to be guardians of the poor, within the hundreds of 
Tunftead and Happing, in the county of Norfoik, and incorporated. 
Women to act by proxy. Corporation not to hold lands for more than 
five years. Poor to continue under the law of the churchwardens and 
overfeera as they now are, until a houfe be provided for their reception. 
Children may te apprenticed by the guardians. Juftices may grant re- 
drefs to children mifufed. Children may be difiiffed to their parents 
and friends. Firft meeting to be four weeks afcer the pafling of the aét, 
and to choofe by ballot twenty-four directors. Qualifications of direc- 
tors; 8o!. per ann. in one of the faid hundreds, or 6sl. there, and gol. 
in fome other hundred. Perfons feifed of 390l. per ann. or heirs appa- 
rent to 6ool. to act as directors. Officers to continue in office only dur- 
ing pleafure. Directors and guardians, at the frt meeting, to deliver 
in their quaiifications. Penalty on directors acting, not being qualified, 
sol. Power to elect three directors not qualified. Officers to account, 
and pay the balance. Officer not accounting to be committed. Balance 
of money in hand at receiver's death, to be paid by his executors, etc. 
Directors may contract for lands and buildings. Incapacitated perfons 
impowered to fell lands, etc. Directors may inclofe thirty acres of 
walte; and, if no 2ayree:inent can be made, may caufe the value to be af- 
certained by a jury. Penalty on fheriff, iurymen, etc. making default, 
yol. Directors impowered to exchange lands in certain cafes, but not 
more than fifty acres; and thofe taken in exchange to be deemed free- 
hold, and thofe gizen in exchange according to their former tenure, 
Accounts to be delivered to the direcrors of lands and tenements given 
for the benefit of the poor. Such lands and tenements may be let, etc. 
by the directors and guardians, with confent of the churchwardens, etc. 
May be let or fold by five directors, on four weeks notice in the Nor- 
wich newfpapers. No director concerned in the letting or felling fuch 
lands, etc. thall be interefted in any leafe or contract Monies arifing by 
letting or fale, to be paid to the treafurer, and to be applied according 
to the direction of the donor of the lands, and the furplus diftributed 
tothe mof meritorious poor. After purchafe compleated, poffcffion 
fhall be delivered to purchaters. Directing an allowance to be made to 
the parifhes for town houfes let or fold, at 5 per cent. per ann. for fu- 
ture rates. Money,hereafter left for the poor, without any particular 
direction, 13 to be diftributed to the poor of the parith; and overfeers 
to forfeit treble value, if mifapplied. Houfes, etc. to be purchafed, to 
be free of all parochial, county, or parliamentary taxes, except fuch as 
they were affefiled at before the act. Directors to erect or provide 
neceffary buildings for the reception of aged or infirm perfonse; ano- 
ther for children unable to work; another feparate for the poor that are 
able to work, and working rooms; another for an infirmary tor the fick; 
another feparate for Junaticks; alfo a chapel, and other necefflary build- 
ings; to be calied The Houfe for the Poor of the Hundreds of Tun- 
ftead and Happing; and alfo to inclofe a burial ground, and may alter 
and enlarge the fame, and to keep them in repair: the expences to be 
defrayed by money arifing by virtue of the act. Perfons oblftructing the 
erection of fuch buildings, deemed guilty of felonv. Seven directors to 
fuperintend the buildings.

An act for opening an eafy and commodious communication from the 
High Street of Edinburgh, tothe country foutnward; and alfo from 
the Lawn Market to the new extended royalty on the north, and for 
enabling truftees to purchafe lands, houfes, and areas for that pur- 
pofe; for widening and enlarging the ftreets of the faid city, and cer- 
tain avenues leading to the fame; for rebuilding or improving the 
univerfity ; for enlarging the publick markets, and communications 
thereto, for regulating certain taxes; for lighting the faid city; for 
providing an additional fupply of water; for extending the royalty of 
the faid city; and for levying an additional fum of money for ftatute 
labour in the middle diftrict of the county of Edinburgh. 


Recital of 26 Geo. 2. c. 36. and 7 Geo. 3. ¢.27. Truftees for the uni- 
verfity of Edinburgh and South Bridge, the right honourable James 
Hunter Blair lord provoft of Edinburgh, the right honourable Henry 
Dundas of Melvil, the right honourable Hay Campbell lord advocate of 
Scotland, fir William Forbes baronet of Pitfligo, Robert Macqueen of 
Braxfield efquire, one of the fenators of the CONERS of juftice, Archibald 
M Dowal efquire, merchant and dean of the guild of Edinburgh, John 
Grieve efquire, merchant in Edinburgh, Mr. William Jamiefon, mafon 
and convener of the trades of Edinburgh, John Davidfon efquire, writer

Powers of truftees to make a bridge over 
the Cowgate, and to agree with the o=- ners and occupiers of houfes and 
ground on the fouth fide of the High Street, bounded by Merlin’s Wynd 
on the welt, and Niddry’s Wynd on the eaft, and all houfes and areas 
between the faid Wynds to Cowgate on the fouth, and from thence to 
Nicolfon’s Street, particu'arly mentioned. All the prefent road leading 
from the Cowgate to College Street, through Adam’s Square, and twenty 
feet to the welt of the faid road; on the weft fide of which area, oppo- 
fite the houfes of Gecrge Buchan of Kello efquire, lord prefident of the 
court of feffion, Alexander Farquharfon and Robert Chalmers efquires, 
no butiding to be erected, except a wall fix feet high: all houfes and 
ea from profeffor Hamiulton’s houfe to the fn frmary Ground, 
ounded by College, or Infirmary Street, on the north, and the infir- 
mary ground on the eaft; all houfes, &c. from the corner of Cowgate, 
and the weft fide of Aitken’s Clofe, in a line fouth, fixty feet eaftward

An act for rebuilding the bridge acrofs the river of Ayr, at the 
town of Ayr. 





\ \ great publick utility, being the only communication for tra- 
vellers going Jor Ireland, by the great weft road, through the county 
of Ayr, and for the march of his Majefty’s troops to Ireland dy tbat 
road is not only very incommodicus, being ftecp at each end, and fo 
narrow, that it is with difficulty that two carriages can pafs each 
other, but alfo the fame, from its great age and natural decay, is be- 


come infuffictent; it is therefore abfolutely neceffary either to have the 
faid bridge taken down and rebuilt, or io build a new bridge near to 


ft ; but the fame cannot be effected without the aid of parliament. 


Magiftrates of Ayr empowered to rebuild the bridge of Ayr. Damages 
te be afcertained by a jury, and the ufual claufes for that purpofe. For 
injuring the works of the bridge to pay damages and cofts, and may be 
committed.

by three horfes, etc. 18. by two horfes, etc. 8d. and by one horfe, etc. 
4d. for fledges without wheels, and horfes, etc. not drawing, ad. for 
oxen, etc. per fcore, 18s. horfes, etc, unthod, per fcore, as. ae calves, 
ftheep, lambs, hogs, or goats, per fcore, 6d. Pontage may be levied by 
diftreis. Carriages loaden with.coals, peat, or turf, drawn bv one horfe, 
one penny toll. ‘Toll to be paid but once a day, unlefs pafiing with a 
new loading. Penalty on evading the toll, zos. Penalty on taking off 
horfes to evade the tolls, aos. Exemptions from tolls: horfes, etc. car- 
rying corn, or victual, to or from Ayr milns, or farm meal to granaries,

fhall not afterwards be obliged to hold their meetings oftener 
than twice in every year, which meetings fhall be holden upon 
the Zf:-uday before Afichzelmas-day, and the Monday before Ea- 


Jier day; and the committee at every fuch half-yearly meetin 


fhall be fubject to the like regulations and directions, and fha 
have the like powers and authorities, in all refpects, as are in 
this act mentioned or contained with refpect to the faid quar- 
terly meetings; any thing herein-before contained to the con- 
trary hereof notwithftanding. 

VI. And be it further enacted, That if at any time it thall 
appear to any threc or more of fuch committee for the time be- 
ing, thet, for the more effectual putting wee of the powers 
pranted by this act into execution, or for fettling or difcuffin 
any matters or things whatfoever relative to the fame, a fpecia 
meeting of fuch cornmittee is neceflary or expedient to be held, 
it fhall be lawful for the faid three or more of the faid com- 
mittee for the time being to direét the clerk to give notice of 
fuch fpecial meeting of the committee to every member thereof, 
fetting forth the place where, and the time when, fuch fpecial 
meeting fhall be appointed to be held; and in cafe there fhall 
be then prefent at fuch fpecial meeting feven of the faid com- 
mittee, it fhall be lawful fir the faid committee, fo prefent, to 
proceed in the execution of the powers given by this act to fuch 
committee.

for which fuch conimitiee was appointed; and in cafe fuch tixty 
or more cf luch manutsactur.rs, fo diffatisticd, Mhai in writ'ng 
under thor hands, make camoplsint there .: to the juftices of 
the perve tar the cuumy of Northambisea, in any of the peneral 
or quarter tdions ci the peace, or in any adjournment tLerecf, 
for ine aturelaki cyvunty, to be held and ailunbled, then a = 

uch 
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fuch cate it fhall be lawful for fuch juftices, in fuch feffions af- 
fembled, and they are hereby required (if they fhall think pro- 
per, after hearing the nature of fucn complaint) to call and ap- 
point a general meeting of the manufasturers of combing wool, 
worftted yarn, and goods made from worfted, within the afore- 
faid counties, and the //e of Ely, at fuch time and place as fuch 
juftices thall think proper, and fhall alfo caufe notice to be given 
of fuch general meeting of fuch manufacturers as aforefaid, in

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XI. And be it further enacted, That the faid infpectors for 
the time being, fo appointed, fhall feverally and refpectively, in 
the feveral diftricts allotted te- them by the faid committee, ufe 
all due diligence and induftry for the conviéting and bringing 
to juftice all offenders againft this and the faid former aéts, and 
alio fhall and do from timc to time, and as often as th 
fhall be thereto required by the faid committee, infpe& the fe- 
veral reels of al! and every the fpinners of worfted yarn in their 
feveral and refpective diftriéts within the faid counties, and the 
{fle of Ely, and alfo the hanks of worfted yarn, in order to fee 
that the directions herein-after laid down for reeling fuch yarn 
be complied with; and alfo fhall and do, from time to time, 
when and as they, or any of them, fhall detect any perfon or 
perions offending againit this, or the faid former acts, lodge 
informations againft fuch offender or offenders before any juttice 
or juftices of the peace for the county or place where fuch of- 
fence fhall be committed, and profecute fuch offender or offen- 
ders to conviction : and it thal] be lawful for every fuch infpec- 
tor, from time to time, as occafion {hall require, to infpect the 
yarn in the cuftody of any manufacturer or putter-out of wool, 
or of any agent or agents hired or employed by him, or of any 
fpinner of fuch wool or worfted yarn, within the [aid counties, and

of Bedford thall be fix or feven leas reeled on the yard reei, and 
fix leas reeled on the fesen quarter reel, and Gx leas reeled on 
the eight quarter, or two yard ree), according to the cuftom of 
that county: the werfted yarn foun in the county of Hunting- 
ace {hell be fix or teven leas reeled upon the vard reel, and fix 
leas recled on the teven quarter reel, and fix leas recled on the 
e: Nt quarter, or twa yard reel, according to the cuttom of that 
county: the worfted yarn fpun in the county of iju or 
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fhall be fix or feven leas to the fkain, reeled on the yard reel, 
according to the cuftom of that county: the worfted yarn fpun 
in the county of Leicefter hall be fix or feven leas reeled upon 
the yard reel, according to the cuftom of that county: the 
worfted yarn {pun in the county of Rut/and thall be fix or feven 
leas reeled upon the yard recl, according to the cuftom of that 
county: the worfted yarn fpun in the county of Liacola thalt be 
feven leas, reeled upon the yard reel, or two yard ree]: and the 
worfted yard fpun in the Jf of Ely fhall be feven le2s*reeled up- 
on the yard ree], and fix leas reeled on the feven quarter reel, 
and fix leas reeled on the cight quarter, or two yard reel. 
XIII. And be it further enacted, That all perfons employed 
to put out wool for f{pinning, fhall confine themfeives either to 
fix or feven lead yarn, but fhall by no means put out both 
from the fame place, nor fhall any fuch perfon or perfons take 
in, or have in his pofiefflon at one or the fame time, the wool 
or yarn belonging to more than one manufacturer; and that 
every perfon or perfons who fhall put out wool, or take in 
yarn, otherwife thag as above fpecified, fhall pay forty fhillings, 
upon conviction of fuch offence by the oath (or, if the witnels 
‘be of the people called Quakers, folemn affirmation) of one 
witnefs, which penalty fhail be paid into the hands of the 
meareift infpector, and fhall be levied by warrant under the hand

the preparing or working up any of the materials ufed in 
the faid manufactures, in the faid counties, or the Jf of Ely, 
Mall reel, or caufe to be reeled, or tie up, or caufe to be tied 
up, any worfted yarn, contrary to the directions before fpeci- 
fied and laid down for the reeling and tying up fuch yarn, or 
fhall conceal, keep back, embezzle, fell, or otherwife difpofe 
of any wool, or other materials intrufted with him, her, or 
them, to fpin, or for other purpofes, and fhall of all or any of 
fuch feveral offences be lawfully convicted, before any one or 
more jultice or juftices of the peace for the county, liberty, di-

And be it further enacted, That the faid treafurer or 
treafurers for the time bejng fhall, out of the money hereafter 
to be received by him or them in manner aforefaid, pay the 
charggs and expences of obtaining and palling this act, and the 
expences relative thereto, together with intereft for all or any 
part of fuch expences, the falaries of the infpectors and clerk 
herein-before directed to be appointed, the expences of all pro- 
fecutions in fupport of this, and tine faid former acts, and fuch 
other charges and expences as may be hereafter incurred or ex- 
pended for the fupport and encouragemsent of the faid manu- 
tacture, asthe faid committee, in committee affembled, fhall, 
by writing under their hands, direct or appoint; and the faid 
treafurer or treafurers is or are allo hereby required not to pay 
any fum or tuins of money, to be hereafter received by him or 
them for the purpoles of this act, in manner aforefaid, to any 
perfon or perfons whomfoever, or for any purpoies whatfoever, 
witbout fuch order, direction, or appointment in writing, under 
the hands of fuch committee for the time being, in commiteec 
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affembled ; and fuch treafurer or treafurers fhall lay their ac- 
count before the faid committee for examination whenever they 
may require the fame, and fhall return and tranfmit to fuch 
committee a true and perfect account of all and every the fam 
or fums of money which fhall have come to his or their hands, 
or been paid by him or them, from time to time, as often as 
the faid committee fhall require the fame. 

XXV. And it is hereby further enacted, That in cafe, at any 
time hereafter, the monies herein-before directed and ordered 
to be paid into the hands of the treafurer or treafurers for the 
purpofes aforefaid, fhall, after payment of all and every the 
charges and expences herein-before ordered and directed to be 
paid thereout, amount to the fum of two hundred pounds only, 
then, and in fuch cafe, it fhall be lawful for the faid committee, 
by writing under their hands, to make orders for increafing the 
aforefaid four-pence per fhilling, which the collectors and fuper- 
vifors of excife are herein-before direéied to retain in their

amongit the records of fuch county, city, liberty, divifion, town, 
or place as aforefaid. 

XXXI. And be it further enacted, That if any perfon or 
perfons fhall find him, her, or themfelves aggrieved by any order 
or warrant made by any Juftice or juftices of the peacc, or upon

And be it further enacted, That if any fuit or 
action fhail be commenced or profecuted againit any perfon or 
perfons, for any thing done in purfuance of this act, every fuch 
fuit or action thall be commenced within fix calendar months 
next after the fast commitied, and not afterwards, and jihall be 
feveraily laid, broughr, and tried in the county or place wherein 
the caule of action fhall have arifen, and not eliewhere; and 
the defendant or defendants in every fuch fuit or action fhall 
and may plead the general iffue, and give this act, and the fpe- 
cial matter, in evidence at any trial to be had thcreupon, and 
that the fame was done in purfuance of, and by the authority

and alfo to enable his Majefly to fhut up a lane within the faid parifh, 
called Love Lane. 


A& 6 Geo. 3. c. 72. recited ; fo much thereof as relates to the relief 
and employment of the poor, the repairing the highways, paving, clean f- 
ing, lighting, and watching the ftreets, and other places, in the town 
and parifh of Richmond, and alfo fo much thersof, as provides for the 
removal and prevention of annoyances, obftructions, and encroachments 
therein, is rep¢caled. Thirty-one veftrymen appointed, together with the 
minifter and churchwardens, and fuch aéting juftices as fhall rcfide in 
the parish of Richmond. Veftrymen to meet for the purpofe of putting 
the act in execution, and to bear their own expences, on notice by five 
veftrymen. Inhabitants impowered to meet and elect other veftrymen, 
in cafe of deztb, or removal. Veftrymen to occupy 201. per annum. 
Electors, for fix months before, to occupy an houfe charged to the poor 
at ral. per ann. and to pay all arrears betore voting. Perfons having 
acted under the act of 6 Geo.

to the informer, the other to the poor. Perfons felling fpirituous li- 
quors by retail, not to be veftrymen. Veftrymen to contract with per- 
fons (for repairing, etc.) who are moft capable of executing their con- 
tracts, without the aid of fub-contractors. Proceedings of the veftry- 
men to be entered in proper books. No bufinefs to done but ata 
prorok meeting. Five veftrymen fufficient to conihtute a meeting.

Perfons who fufier their fwine to go at large, or create nui- 
fances, to forteit 408s. Owners of waterworks taking up the pavement, 
to repair the fame, and on neglect thereof, the veftrymen to do fnach 
repairs, and recover the expences by diftrefs. Expences of watchine, 
liznting, &c. to be paid out of the rate. The prefent workhoufe ont 
of repair, and the leafe thereo® near expiring. V.ftrymen empowered 
to erect and build a workhovle upon part of the commons to be en- 
clofed by virtue of this act. Vettrymen empowered to purchafe a burizt 
ground within the parifh. Vourteen days notice of meeting for con- 
tracts to be given, by advertifiement, &c. Froperty of goods, &c. for 
the ufe of the poor in the workhoufe, vefted in the veltrymen, who are 
authorized to profecute all perfons who fhall embevzle any of the faid 
goods, etc. Indictments and actions to be liid and brought in the 
mame of the treafurer. Veftrymen impowercd to borrow money, if re- 
guifite, not exceeding 3z0cc0ol. Money borrowed, to be paid off, but not 
more than sool. at d time, oùt of the rates. Bonds to be difcharged by 
lor. Securities for money to be entered in a book; and may be affign- 
ed. Securities for money already borrowed not to be altered or im- 
preached. Vagrants and perfons neglecting or deferting their families, 
etc. to be apprehended and fent to the workhoufe, and to be fet to 
labour therein, and their earnings to defray the expences, for fupport 
of their families. Vagrants to be fent to the workhoufe, and kept to 
labour.

Preamble. 


W HEREAS bis mof excellent majefy King George the 
His Majefty’s Third, by his letters patent under the great feal of Great 
ee il peage Britain, bearing date at Weltminfter, the thirtieth day of April, 
Ea of Dun. 2 the twenty-firft year of his reign, did give and grant unto 
donald. Archibald ear! of Dundonald, Ais executors, adminifirators, and 
affigns, his efpectal licence, fole power, privilege, and authority, of 

making, ufing, exercifing, and vending, within that part of his Ada- 

jelly s kingdom of Great Britain called England, the dominion of 

Wales, and town of Berwick upon Tweed, his invention of a me- 

shod of extraéing or making tar, pitch, effential oils, volatile alkali, 

minera: acids, falts, and cinders, from pit coal, for the term o pra 

teen years, with a provijo, obliging the faid Archibald earl o un- 

donald, ġy writing under his hand and feal, to caufe a particular 

defcription of the nature of the faid invention to be inrolled in his Mê- 

jey s high court of chancery within four months after the date of the 

aid recited letters patent: and whereas the [aid Archibald earl of 

Dundonald did, in purfuance of the faid provifo, caufe a parti- 

cular defcription of the faid invention to be inrolled in the high 

court of chancery upon the twentieth day of Augu, in rhe year one 

thousand feven hundredand eighty-one; which defeription is in the words 

Specification and form, and to the efec following; that is to fay: The method 
of the method I have invented for the extracting of tar, pitch, effential oils,

E, your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal fubj-cts, the 
commons of Great Brinzis:, in pariiament affembled, to- 

wards raifing the necefflary fupphzs to defray your Majefty's 
ublick expences, have refolved to give and giant unto your 
Majett the duties herein-aiter mentiven.d; and do moft hum- 
bly befeech your Miajefty that it may be enséted ; and be it

Preamble. wW HEREAS ġy veral als of parliament, made for repair- 
ing particular reads in this kingdom, carriages, horfes, and 
ether cattle, employed in the conveyance of the mail or packet, are ex- 
empt from the payment of the tolls dircéted to be levied by fuch aé?s : 
and whereas, by feveral other aéis of parliament, horfes only that are 
employed in carrying the mail or packet are exempt from the payment 
cf the faid tolis : and whereas it may be of advantage to the publick 
that the mail, or packet, fhould be conveyed to different parts of the 
Kingdom by carriages or publick diligences, which renders it expedient 
that allearria2cs, as twellas horfes and cther cattle, conveying the mail or

HEREAS the exportation of bay may, at this time, bé preamble. 
greatly prejudicial to bis Majefly’s fubjecis, be it therefore 

enaĉted by the King’s molt excellent majeity, by and with the 

advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and 

commons, in this prefent parliament affembled, and by the 

authority of the fame, That, from and after the pafling Fromthepaff- 
of this aĝ, no perfon or perfons whatfoever fhall, directly or nr of — 
indire&tly, export, tranfport, carry or convey, or caufe or pro-. = Ang 7 n 
cure to be exported, tranfported, carried or conveyed, out of for S aoaktand 
or from the kingdom of Great Britain, or load, fhip, or lay on time, 

board, or caufe or procure to be laden, fhipped, or laid on 

board, in any thip or other veffel or boat, in order to be ex- 

ported, trantported, carried or conveyed out of Great Britain, 

any hay of any kind or quality whatfoever, under the penalties 

and forfeitures herecin-aftér mentioned; (that is to fay,) That on forfeiture 
all fuch hay fo exported, or laden, fhipped, or laid on board, ean yg and i 
in order to be exported or carried out ot Great Britain, contrary "99% per sonz 
to tbe true intent and meaning of this act, fhall be forfeited ; 

and that every offender or offenders therein thall feverally for- 

feit and pay the fum of one hundred pounds of lawful money of 

Great Britain, for every ton of fuch hay, and fo in proportion 

for any greater or lefs quantity which fhall be fo exported, 

traniported, carried or conveyed out of Great Britain, or laden, 

fhipped, or laid on board as aforefaid, in order to be fo export- 

ed or carried out of Great Britain; and alfo the fhip or other and the veffet. 
veffel or boat in or upon which any fuch nf ine — be fo ste, on bones 
e rted, fhipped, or laden, in order to be fo exported, and W3< 

aii beer guns, aekin, apparel, and furniture, fhall be forfeited ; oe ezp orted. 
and one moiety of all the faid penalties and forfeitures fhall be 

to the King’s majefty, his heirs and fucceflors, and the other 

moiety to him or them that fhall fue for the fame; and for 

offences which fhall be committed in England, Wales, or the 

town of Berwick upen Tweed, fuch penalty or forteityre fhall be 

fued for, by action of debt, bill, plaint, or information, in any 

of his Majefty’s courts of record at ef mi:nfier, courts of the 

counties palatine, or great feflions in /¥aies; in which fuit, no 

efluin, protection, privilege, or wager of law, or more thar 

one imparlance, fhall be allowed ; and for offences committed 

in that part of Great Britain called Scotland, by action or fum- 

mary bill or information in the court of feflion or exchequer in 

Scotland.

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HEREAS, by an aff of parliament, made in the fifth year 
W of the reign of her late rape ween Anne, inti An 
act for the eafe of her Majefty’s fubjects in relation to the duties 
upon falt, and for making the like allowances upon the exporta- 
tion of white herrings, flefh, oatmeal, and grain called beer 
alias bigg, as are to be made upon exportation of the like frona, 
Scotland, it is amongft other things enaéied, That any merchant or. 
perfon who fhall fhip any Englith fale or rock falt, to be carried 
coaftwife, from one port of England or Wales, or port of Berwick 
upon Tweed, to any port of England or Wales, or Berwick upon 
Tweed, fall have an allowance after the rate of three bufbels for 
every forty bufbels of Englith white falt, and after the rate of 
one bufbel and an half for every forty bufbels of Englith rock Jalti 3 
and an allowance of four bufbels for every forty bufbels of white falt, 
and of two bufbels Jen every forty bufbels of rock Fp exported in 
manner therein prefcribed from England zo Ireland, in confideration 
of the ordinary wafle in the carriage thereof; and by another aé® 
of parliament, made in the fixth year of the reign of ber P ar late

Space of fix months, withcut bail, and until the penalty be paid: and 
whereas falt brought from Scotland by land is frequently found in 
the cuffody cr poffefficn of perfons who live near the borders of that 
part of the united kingdom called Scotland; and if difcovered by any 
of the officers for the Jalt duties, the perfon or perfons in whofe cuf- 
tody or poffefjion the fame is found, pretend that the fame doth not be- 
long to bhim, fer, or thein, fo that the above mentioned penalties can- 
not be inflicied cn Juch offender or offenders, as in that aé& are de- 
feribed: for remedy whereof, be it enacted by the authority 
aforefaid, That every perfon, refiding in any county in England 
near the borders of Scotland, in whole cuitody or poffeffion any 
falt brought from Scotland fhall be fo found, fhall be liable to 
the fame pznalties as if he or fhe was the carrier or owner 
thereof; unlefs he or fhe fhall make it appear upon the trial, 
or hearing of any information for fuch offence, that it came by 
fea, and that the duties due and payable on the importation 
thereof had been paid or fecured.

recovered, paid, and allowed, (except where any alteration is

An ac? to deciare, that brewers felling beer or ale in lefs quantities 
than a cafk, containing four gallons and a half, fhall not be intit- 
led to any allowance out of the duties of excise for wafle or leak- 
age; and. for making allowances to difiillers of low wines and fpi- 
rits from malt, corn, or grain, in refpec? to the duties impofzd by 
an acl of the laf? feffion of parliament, : 


W HEREAS, by two acts of parliament, made in the en he 
year of the reign of King Charles the Second, one intituled, 
A grant of certain impofitions upon beer, ale, and other 
liquors, for the increafe of his Majefty’s revenue during his 
life; and the other intituled, An act for taking away the court of 
wards ana liveries, and tenures iz capite, and by knights fer- 
vice, and purveyance, and for fettling a revenue upon his Ma- 
jefty in lieu thereof, i£ was among other things, enadled, That every 
common brewer, not felling beer or ale by retail, for and in confideration 
of wafie by filling and leakage of their beer and ale, foould have and 
e allowed, out of the returns made by the gaugers, the feveral allow- 
ances and abatements after mentioned; that is to fay, upon every 
three and twenty barrels of beer, whether firong or finall, returned 
by the faid gaugers, three barrels; and upon every two and twenty 
barrels of ale, whether firong or fmall, returned by the gaugers, two 
barrels: and whereas, by another acl of parliameut, made in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of King Charles the Second, (intituled, 
An additional act for the better ordering and collecting the duty 
of excile, and preventing the abufes therein,) it was, among 
other things, enaéied, That no common brewer of beer and ale fhould 
Jell, deliver, or carry cut, any beer or ale to any of bis cuffomers, either 
tn whole cafk, or by the gallon, before notice given to an excife offi- 
cer, but between the hours of the day therein mentioned: and where- 
as, by another ad? of parliament, made in the firft year of the reign 
of King William and Queen Mary, (intituled, An act for an ad- 
ditional duty of .excife upon beer, ale, and other liquors,) it 
st was among other things, enaéied, That the allowances appointed to 
be made and allowed to the common brewers, other than within the 
cities of London and Weltminiter, and the weekly bills of marta- 
lity, for wafle by fillings and leakage of their beer and ale, out of the 
returns 
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returns or charges made by the gaugers or other officers, fhould be 
two barrels and an half upon every three and twenty barrels of beer 
and aie, whether firong or {mall, and no more: and whereas many 
common brewers, under the claufe above recited of the faid a& of the 
fifteenth year of King Charles the Second, do fell great quantities of 
beer or ale by firgle gallons, to divers of their cuftomers, and never- 
thele/s claim the aforefaid allowance, direéted to be made, for wafle 
by fillings and leakage, to common brewers not felling beer or ale by 
retail, by the faid two aéts of the twelfth year of King Charles the 
Second, or by the fuid ac? of the firf? year of King William and 

ucen Mary; and it bas teen doubted whether fuch brewers, fo 
felling their beer or ale ty fingle gallons, are intitied to the faid allsw- 
ances; now to remove Juch doubts, be it enacted by the King’s 
moft excellent Majefty, by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords f{piritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent 
parliament affembled, and by the authority of the fame, That, 
from and after the fifth day of July, one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty-five, every common brewer, who thall fell beer or 
ale, or worts, in any lefs quantitv, at any one time, than in a 
whole cafk, containing four gallons and an half, fhall be deem-

Indies: it was enaéicd, That for and 
during the [pace of two years, to be computed from the firi day A

rates and duties, granted and impofed upon low wines and /pirits for 
Fome confumption, in ana by any ač? or aéts thentofore made and then 
in force, fhould be d:fcontinued;, and that, in lieu and ftead thereof, 
the feveral rates and duties in the Jaid aé? mentioned, /fhould, for and 
during the faid term of two years, be fubffituted, charged, and paid,

creditors thereupon; and to eftablifh a method of managing the 
fame, and applying the rents and profits thereof for the better 
civilizing and improving the Highlands of Scotland, and prevent- 
ing diforders there for the future; all and every the lands and 
eflates which were then in the hands of his Adajcfly by the attainder 
of Simon Fate lord Lovat, and certain other perfons therein named, 
were declared to be unalienably annexed to the imperial crown of thefe 
realms; and it was declared lawful for his rg Kiet bis betrs and 
fucceffors, by commiffion under the privy feal of Scotland, to autho- 
rije commifficners and truffees for managing tke faid eftates, and ap- 
plying the produce thereof: and whereas his faid late Majefty, and 
his prefent Majefly, did, in purjuance of the faid aé&, from time to 
time, by commiffions under the faid privy feal of Scotland authorife 
the perfons therein feverally named as ccommiffioners and truftees to

Vie notwithfianding the laws already made for fz- Preamble. 
curing the duties on paper, printed, painted, or fiained, in 

Great Britain, to ferve for hangings and other ufes, many frauds 

are frequently praétifed, to the great lofs of the revenue, and to the 

injury of the fair trader, by evil minded and indigent perfons, who 

are encouraged in their evil praéiices by the length of time allowed by 

law for the paymrent of thoje duties, and for the want of fome further 

regulations: and whereas, by an aé of parliament paffed in the tenth 

yeur of the reign of queen Anne, intituled, An act for laying fe- ro Anne, c. 
veral duties upon all foap and paper made in Great Britain, or 19, recited in 
imported into the fame; and upon chequered and ftriped linens Part; 
imported ; and upon certain filks, callicoes, linens, and ftuffs 
printed, painted, or ftained ; and upon feveral kinds of ftamped 
vellum, parchment, and paper; and upon certain printed pa- 
pers, pamphlets, and advertifemcnts, for raifing the fum of 
eighteen hundred thoufand pounds, by way of a lottery, to-

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lottery tickets; and for borrowing money upon ftock, part of 
the capital of the South Sea company, for the ufe of the publick ; 
it was, among other things, enadted, That from and after the four 
and twentieth day of June, one thoufand feven hundred and twelve, 
during the continuance of the duties upon paper, all and every perfon 
and perfons who fhould print, paint, or ftain any paper in Great 
Britain culd, once in every fix weeks, make a true entry in writing 
at the next office for the faid duties upon paper, of all the paper by 
him, her, or them feverally made fit for ufe within Juch fix weets 
refpectively ; and that all and every perfon and et ie who f/bould 
print, paint, or fain any paper in Great Britain, /bould from time 
to time, within fix weeks after be, fhe, or they fhould make, or 
ought to have made fuch entry as cH ape pay and clear off all the 
faid duties for all fuch paper as fhould by them re/peétively be printed, 
painted, or fiained, fo as to be fit for ufe or fale: and whereas the 
allowing fo long a time for the making the entries, and for the paying

year, or until the next election of governor, deputy governor, 
and directors as aforefaid. 

XXI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforcfaid, 
That the faid proprietors, their fucceflors and affigns for the 
time being, fhall have power and authority at a general meeting 
to be called for that fpecial purpofe, or by adjournment of the 
annual general meeting, in cafe fifteen or more proprietors pre- 
fent at a general meeting, by themfelves or proxy, be pof- 
felfed of one hundred fhares at lea, but not otherwile, to make 
fuch rules, bye-laws, and coniftitutions, for the government of 
the faid fociety, and for the good and orderly carrying on the 
bufinefs of the faid fociety ; and alfo for the well governing of 
the officers, fervants, workmen, and others, who fhall be em- 
ployed in and about the buGinefs, and carrying on of the faid 
fociety, or any part thereof, as to them fhall feem meet; which 
faid rules, bye-laws, and orders, being reduced into writing, 
under the common feal of the faid fociety, fhall be binding 
upon, and obferved by all parties, and fhall be fufficient, in 
any court of law or equity, to juftify all perfons who fhall act 
under the fame, provided the fame are not repugnant to the 
laws of the realm: provided always, T hat the faid rules, bye- 
laws, and conftitutions, fhall not be binding, unleis they be 
confirmed by the next general meeting after they are voted, and 
fhall not be fubject to any alteration in the fame year wherein 
they have been made. 

XXIE And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That no transfer, other then by gift or bequeft, Maill be made 
of any of the faid fock, or thare of or in the taid joint ftock, 
for the {pace of three years trom the tenth of @uzu//, one thou- 
fand feven hundred and eighty-fix, but that the tame thai) be 
abfolutely vcid to all intents and purpotes whatioever. 

XXIII. And be it enacted by the authority atorefaid, That 
the cath of the faid fociety fhall be lodged either in the bank of 
England, bank of Scetland, or royal bank’ of Scotland; and that 
no governor, deputy governor, or director, nor any proprietor 
of any fhare or flares of the fociety’s joint flock, nor any agent, 
fecretary, clerk, fervant, or pecfon empioyed by the faid focicty, 
fhall in any cafe retain any fum or fums of money, which tha 
have been placed in his, ber, or their hands for the ule of the 
faid fociety, beyond the fpace of thirty days next after the receipt 
of the fame, on any account whatfoever, but that every fuch 
perfon or perfons fhall], within the time atorelaid, pay or caute 

to 
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to be paid all and every fuch fum or fums of money into one of 
the banks aforefaid; and that payments of all fuch fums as fhall 
be iffued by the faid fociety, fhall be made by drafts under the 
hands of the governor, or deputy governor, counterGgned by 
the fecretary or his deputy, and two or more directors, on the 
faid banks, to fuch perfon or perfons, or to their order, as fhall 
have performed any work for, or otherwife have any demand 
upon, the faid lociety. 

XXIV. And whereas it may happen that fome perfon or perfons, 
bodies politick, corporate or collegiate, or truftees, or others, who are 
feifed of or intitled to lands and tenements, which may be nect{jary ta 
be purchafed for the purpofes of this aé?, may be willing to treat and 
agree to fell fuch lands and tenements, in order to perfect fo ufeful and 
necefJary an undertaking, but are incapable of granting and conveying 
the fame by reafon of infancy, or other difabslity by tailzies, or other- 
wife; be it therefore enacted by the authority aforelaid, That 
it (hall and may be lawful to and for all bodies politick, corpo- 
rate or collegiate, truftees, tutors or curators for infants or mi- 
nors, idiots or furious perfons, or other perfons for whom they 
are truftees, and for all and every other perfon or perfons 
whomfoever who are or fhall be feiled, poffeffed of, or intere({t- 
ed in any lands and tenements which the faid fociety fhall judge 
neceflary for the purpofes aforefaid, whether by titles held in 
fee fimple or tailzied, to fell and convey to the faid fociety, or 
their fucceffors, or to fuch other perfon or perfons as they fhall 
appoint, all or any fuch lands and tenements, or any part 
thereof, for the purpofes aforefaid ; and that all contracts, a- 
greements, fales, or other conveyances that (hall be fo made, 
{hall be valid to all intents and purpofes, any law, ftatute, ufage, 
or any other matter or thing whatfoever to the contrary thereof 
notwithftanding ; and that all truftees, tutors, or Curators, Cor- 

orations, proprietors, or incumbrancers, fubject to tailzies, 
and all other perfons, are and fhall be hereby indemnified for 
what they fhall do by virtue of, or in purfuance of this act: 
provided, that where lands and tenements under entail are pur- 
chafed for the purpofes aforefaid, the price of the premifes Mall, 
by authority of the court of fellion, be laid out upon land, ar 
other heritable fecurity, and the rights and fecurities devifed 
and taken tọ the fame feries of heirs as are contained in the ori- 
ginal title deeds of the fubjecéts under entail, purchafed for the 
ufes aforefaid. 

XXV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That the book or books in which the accounts relating to the 
faid fociety fhall be flated and fettled, and all other matters and 
things relating thereunto, fhall be depofited under the care and 
cuftody of fuch perfon or perfons as the faid directors (hall from 
time to time appoint at the office of the faid fociety ; and every 
proprietor, at all reafonable times, fha!l have free accefs to fuch 
book or books, for his, her, or their infpection. 

XXVI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
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of the fociety, or any deed or writing under the common feal, 
or thall demand any money in purfuance of any fuch forged or 
counterfeited deed or writing, either from the fociety or any 
members or fervants thereof, knowing fuch writing to be forged, 
with intent to defraud the faid fociety, or any other perfons 
whomfoever, every perfon fo offending, and being convicted 
thereof, in due form of law, fhall be judged guilty of felony, 
and fhall be tranfported in manner as by law direéied, for a 
term not exceeding feven years. 

XXVII. And be it further enacted, That if any action, fuit, 
or information fhall be brought or commenced againít any per- 
fon or perfons for any thing done in purfuance of this act, the 
fame fhall be brought or commenced within fix calendar

fuers, or if, upon demurring or otherwife, judgement fhall be 

iven againft the plaintiff or plaintiffs, the defendant or defend- 
ants, fhall have treble cofts, and fhall have fuch remedy for the 
fame, as any defendant or detendants hath or have for cofts of 
fuit in any other cafes by law. 

XXVIII. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
faid, That this act fhall be deemed and taken to be a publick 
act; and all judges, juitices, and other perfons are hereby re- 
quired to take notice of it as fuch, without ipecially pleading

other intident expences of the militia of the fame divifion or 
hamlets, it (hall be lawful for the faig conftable or lieutenant to 
continue to raile, in every year, the proportion of a tourth part 
of one month’s affeffment of trophy money within the faid di- 
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vifion or hamlets, in fuch manner as he bath ufed to do, by vir- 
tue and in purfuance of the faid act of the thirteenth and four- 
teenth vears of the reign of King Charles the Second. 

CXli. And be it further enacted, That when and fo often 
as the lieutenant of the faid Tower Hamlets hall be out of the 
kingdom, it fhall and may be lawful to and for tne deputy lieu-

CXIV. And be it further enacted, That the warden of the 
cinque ports, two ancient towns, and their members, and in 
his ablence his lieutenant or lieutenants, {hall put in execution, 
within the faid ports, towns, and members, all the powers and 
authorities given and granted by this act, in like manner as 
lieutenants of counties, and their deputy lieutenants, may do, 
and fhall keep up and continue the ufual number of foldiers in 
the faid ports, towns, and members, unlefs he or they find 
caufe to leflen the fame; and the militia of the faid ports, towns,

the place and on the days by them directed, fair and true lifts, 
in writing, of the names of all the men ufually dwelling within 
their refpeétive parifhes, between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five, diftinguifhing their refpective ranks and occupations, 
and for fuch feveral other purpofes as are by this act directed to 
be done and performed by the conftables, tythingmen, headbo- 
rough, or other officer of each pari(h, tything, or place, within 
their refpective hundreds or other divifions; and that the 
churchwardens and overfeers of the poor of the feveral parifhes 
in the faid counties to whom fuch orders fhall be iffued, fhall, 
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for the purpofes of this act, be deemed the officers of fuch 
parifh, and fhall be invefted with all the powers and authorities, 
and be liable to the feveral pains, penalties, and forfeitures, as 
the conftable, tythingman, headborough, or other officer of any 
parifh, tything, or place, are fubject and liable to, for or upon 
account of his refuling or neglecting to return fuch lifts as 
aforefaid, or being guilty of fraud or wilful partiality, in mak- 
ing thereof, or not attending the orders iffued by his Majefty’s 
lieutenant, or any three deputy lieutenants, refpectively, or for 
the feveral other offences in the faid recited act, or in the pre- 
fent act contained, 

CXVI. 4nd whereas it may happen, through negleé or otherwife, 
that in forme county or piace the militia may not be raifed, according to the 
direGiions of this adt; and it is jufl and reafonabie that all bis Ma- 
Jefiy’s fubjects fhould contribute eguaily toward the expence of raifing and 
fupporting a militia for the defence of the kingdom, be it therefore 
further enacted, That the heurenant, or any three deputy lieu- 
tenants, of every county, riding, and place, where the militia 
fall be raifed, according to the directions of this act, fhall, cn 
or before the twenty-fifth day of December, in every year, 
tranimit a certificate to the clerk of the peace, containing an 
account of the names, number, and rank of the officers, and 
the numter of private men of the militia, in that year, and the 
time during which fuch militia hath been trained and exercifed 5 
and every fuch clerk of the peacc fhall deliver fuch certificate to 
the juftices of the peace, at their general quarter feffion to be 
held next after the twenty-fitth day of December, in every year, 
on the day on which fuch feffion fhall be opened, and the fame 
Mall be Aled amongft the records of fuch fetlion 5 but where no 
fech ccrtificste fhall be received by the clerk of the peace as 
aforefaid, he fhall certify the fame under his hand and feal to 
the juftices fo aflembied, and fuch certificate of the faid clerk of 
the peace fhall be filed by him amongit the records of fuch 
feffhon. 

CXVII. And be it further enacted, That in every county 
and place where no fuch certificate fhall be tranfmitted to the 
clerk of the peace as aforefaid, the fum of five pounds thall be 
annually paid fur and in lieu of every private militia man by 
this act directed to be raifed within the fame county or place; 
and the juftices of the peace fhall and are hereby required, at 
their faid general quarter feflion, to rate and affefs the fum of 
five pounds fer man as aforefaid upon every fuch county or 
place, in fuch manner, and according to fuch and the fame 
proportions, upon every town, parifh, and divifion within fuch 
county or place, and the fame fhall be levied, collected, 
received, paid, and accounted for in fuch manner, and by 
fuch ways and means, and with fuch powers of diftrefs, 
and other remedies for enforcing the collection and payment 
thereof, and for punifhing all perfons whofe duty it fhall] be 
to collect or account for the fame, who fhall make default 
therein, as are directed with refpect to county rates by an act 

made 
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made in the twelfth year of the reign of his late Majefty, inti- 
tuled, An ad? for the eafy offeffing, collecting, and levying of county 
rates, or by any other act or acts of parliament: provided al- 
ways, That no perfon refiding or having an efate within any 
fuch county or place, who thall have ferved as an officer in any 
body of militia raifed within this kingdom for the fpace of four 
years, or who fhell be then actually lerving as an ofieer in the 
militia, fhall be liable to pay any part or thare of fuch rate or 
aflefinent to be made as atorefaid, provided fuch perfon thall 
have delivered a certificate of fuch fervice to the clerk of the 
peace for the county or place wherein he fhall claim fuch ex- 
emption, and alfo a roll or lift of his tenants, and the places of 
their abode; which certificate, and roll or lift, fhall be figned 
by fuch perfon, and cvery fuch clerk of the peace fhall forth- 
with file fuch certificate, roll, and lift, amongft the records of 
the quarter feffion; and whenever the faid rate or affeffment 
fhall be ordered to be railed within fuch county or place, fuch 
clerk of the peace fhall certify to the high conttables of every 
fuch county or place the names of all perfons whofe certificate 
fhall have been fo filed, and who fhall have claimed fuch ex- 
emption as aforefaid, and the names of their tenants, fo in- 
ferted in fuch roll or lift, and fuch high conftables are hereby 
required to tranfmit fuch certificate, and roll or lift, to the petty 
conftable of every townfhip or place wherein the lands, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments of fuch perfon claiming to be exempted 
are fituate, in order that the fame may not be affefied or charg- 
ed to fuch rate or affeffment. 

CXVIII. And be it further enaéted, That in all cafes where 
a certain number of militia men are directed to be raifed for 
any county, together with any city or town being a county of 
itfelf, and the militia fhall not be raifed for fuch county and 
city, or town, the payment of the faid fum of five pounds fer 
man upon the whole number of militia men fo directed to be 
raifed as aforefaid fhall be divided and apportioned between 
fuch county, and fuch city or town, in fuch proportion as the 
re{pective quotas paid to the land tax for fuch county, and city 
or town, refpectively bear to each other, unlefs the apportion- 
ment of the number of fuch militia men fhall actually have 
been made in purfuance of the lits directed to be returned by 
this act, in which cafe the faid fum of five pounds per man (hall 
be borne by fuch county, and by fuch city or town, in fuch 
proportions as the refpelive numbers of militia men, fo ap- 
portioned to be raifed by fuch county, and by tuch city or town, 
bear to each other. 

CXIX. And whereas there are feveral cities, towns, and places, 
which do not contribute to the payme:t of the faid rate called Tine 
County Rate; and doubts may arife whether Juch cities, towns, and 
places can be legally rated or affeffed towards the payment of the rate 
or affe ment to be laid in purfuunce of this ač? ; be it therefore en- 
acted, That in all cafes where the militia fhall not be railed 
within any city, town, or place, not rated to the county ratc, 
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the proportion of the faid fum of five pronn per man, to be 
borne by fuch city, town, or place, fhall be raifed, levied, and 
collected within fuch city, town, or place, by a feparate rate or 
affeffment, in like manner, by the churchwardens and overfeers 
of the poor, and by fuch and the like ways and means as the 
rates for the relief of the poor can or may be raifed, levied, and 
collected, and fuch churchwardens and overfeers of the poor 
fhall, from time to time, pay over the fame ro the treafurer of 
the county with which fuch city, town or place fhall be joined 
or united tor the purpofe of raifing the militia. 

CXX. And whereas there are fome towns which lie in two coun- 
ties; and doubts may arife whether Juch towns are obliged to pay to 
both counties towards raifing the faid money; be it therefore fur- 
ther enacted, That where any town lies in two counties, the 
proportion cf the faid monev to he paid for fuch town, in lieu 
of railing the militia as aforefaid, (hall be paid to the treafurer 
of the county wherein the church of fuch town is fituate. 

CXXI. And be it further enacted, That if any fum of money 
which ought to be paid by any city, town, or place, not rated 
to the county rate as aforefaid, fhal] not be paid to the treafurer 
of the county or place as aforelaid, before the firt day of Jurne, 
in every year, the juftices of the peace for fuch county or place 
fhall, at their next Adid/ummer quarter fethon, ifue out an order 
to the overfeers of the poor of every parilh or place within fuch 
city, town, or place, requiring fuch overfeers to certify and re- 
turn to the faid juftices, at the next AZchaelmas quarter feffion, 
the feveral quotas that every parifh or divifion within fuch 
city, town, or place, pays tothe land tax for that year, and 
fuch overfcers of the poor are hereby required to make fuch 
certificate and return accordingly; and upon fuch certificate 
and return being made, the faid juftices fo affembled at their 
Adichaelmas quarter fefflion are hereby required (by their warrant 
directed to any conftable or tythingman of every fuch parith 
and divifion) to caule the fame to be levied by diftrefs and fale 
of the goods and chattels of the churchwardens or overfeers of 
the poor of every fuch parifh and divifion, rendering the over- 
plus (if any) to the owners of fuch goods and chattels, after 
fuch money, and the reafonable charges attending fuch diftrefs 
and fale, Mall be fully paid and fatisfied; and all juch church- 
wardens and overieers of the poor fhall be reimburfed the 
money fo levied on them refpectively by the fame ways and 
means as overfcers of the poor are reimburfed the money by 
them expended tor the relief of the poor, by the laws now in 
being. 

CXXII. And be it further enacted, That the treafurer for 
every county or place, who fhall receive the faid fum of five 
pounds fer man as aferefaid, or any part thereof, is hereby re- 
quired to pay all the meney he thall fo receive to the receiver 
general of the land tax for fuch county or place, within one ca- 
lendar month after he (hall receive the fame; and every receiver 
general of the land tax, to whom any fuch money fhall be ae 
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fhall give a receipt for fuch money to the perfon or perfons 

paying the fame, which receipt fhall be a fuficient difcharge for 

fuch payment; and that when the whole fum directed to be 

raifed in any county or place as aforefaid fhall be paid into the 

hands of the receiver general of the land tax, in purfuance of 

this act, fuch payment fhall be a full difcharge and indemnifi- 

cation to fuch county or place for the failure or neglect in the 

railing and training of the militia for the year in refpect whereof
